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Response to After-Final Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/1/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that the claimed systems provide structural definition to 
overcome the prior art. 

The Examiner disagrees. The structural definition within the claims is limited to 
adjacent openings, Proulx teaches this as discussed in the previous Office action. 

The Applicant argues that a recitation of a "die plate with openings sized, shaped 
and positioned to allow a polymer under certain conditions to exit the openings of the 
die as two beads that contact one another" provides structure. 

The Examiner agrees that structure is included within this recitation. However, 
such structure is broad and does not overcome the prior art. The claims do not recite 
the specific rheological conditions that when used with the claimed die produce the 
claimed result. Such rheological conditions and the specific structural dimensions of the 
die would have to be discussed in the specification and included in the claims, and 
further the structural dimensions would have to differ from those of Proulx in order for 
Proulx to be overcome. 

The Applicant argues that in the cited references the polymer exiting the die 
openings only come in contact with one another after the polymer has been drawn into 
a strand. 

While this may be true, such late contact is a result of the chosen operation of 
the die. Under a different process, beads through Proulx would contact one another. 
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The Applicant is arguing method differences. Since the claims are drawn to an 
apparatus, only structural, physically-defined differences can limit the claims and 
possible overcome the prior art.
